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PREFACE. 


As  indicated  by  the  title-page,  the  English  edition  of  this  Prayer  and 
Hymn  Book  corresponds  with  the  German  edition  by  Rev.  Dr.  B. 
Szold  both  in  arrangement  and  in  text,  so  that  either  of  them  may  be 
used  in  Divine  Service  while  the  prayers  are  read,  or  the  hymns  sung, 
in  Hebrew,  English  or  German. 

As  in  the  German,  so  in  this  edition,  the  method  of  a  literal  transla- 
tion of  the  Hebrew  prayers  has  been  disregarded,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
a  paraphrase  chosen  which  renders  the  spirit  of  each  prayer  without 
burdening  it  with  Oriental  phraseology.  By  so  doing,  the  Editor  thinks, 
he  has  furnished  an  available  Prayer  Book  for  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  Hebrew  language. 

The  poetical  pieces  in  this  Book  being,  however,  monuments  of 
Hebrew  poetry,  have  been  rendered  in  verse,  in  imitation  of  the  style 
of  each  poem  either  in  meter  or  without,  so  as  to  give  the  reader  an 
approximate  idea  of  the  Hebrew  poetry  of  the  Middle  Ages. 

In  the  thorough  revision  of  the  prosaic  parts  contained  in  the  Book, 
the  Editor  acknowledges  the  aid  of  other  hands,  so  that  there  might  be 
spared  no  painstaking  to  make  the  style  easy  and  smooth.

The  metrical  translations  of  the  Psalms  in  the  Prayer  Book  (pp.  2, 
15,  and  50  to  56)  are,  with  some  alterations,  taken  from  The  Psalms 
of  David  by  Abner  Jones, 

As  to  the  Songs  for  Divine  Services  hereto  attached,  No.  17  is  from 
Addison  with  some  modifications,  and  No.  138  written  by  a  friend. 
With  a  few  exceptions  the  songs  agree  in  meter  with  those  of  the  Ger- 
man edition,  so  that  the  same  melodies  are  adaptable  for  both. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns,  both  in  the  Hymn  and 
the  Prayer  Book,  and  for  the  translations  of  the  Hebrew  poems,  the 
Editor,  though  with  timidity,  takes  the  responsibility  upon  himself 
alone,  looking  forward  for  a  kind  reception  by  the  public  for  whom  the 
book  is  intended.

It  is  that  period  which  illustrates  the 
truth  that  thou  art  the  Leader  and  Educator  of  man- 
kind. As  were  our  fathers,  so  are  we  the  witnesses  of 
thy  providence,  the  heralds  of  thy  bountiful  govern- 
ment on  earth.  Like  them  have  we  passed  safely 
through  many  an  inhospitable  wilderness,  through 
many  a  desert  and  waste,  yet  with  the  blazing  pillar 
of  thy  law  illumining  our  paths  in  the  dark  night  of 
sorrow  and  distress,  and  with  the  cloud-pillar  of  thy 
mercy  sheltering  us  by  day  from  the  scorching  rays 
of  trouble  and  danger.

O  Lord  our  God!  we  have  assembled  this  even- 
ing to  inaugurate  the  closing  festival,  appointed  to  us 
at  this  season,  in  order  that  we  may  review  the  holy 
convocations  and  festive  gatherings  of  this  month,  the 
sublime  lessons  which  they  have  taught  us,  the  sacred 
emotions  which  they  have  aroused,  the  thoughts  of 
repentance  which  they  have  invoked,  the  tidings  of 
forgiveness  which  they  have  proclaimed,  the  joyous  ^ 
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and  grateful  recollections  which  they  have  awakened, 
the  fervent  prayers  which  they  have  inspired ; — that  we 
may  once  more,  before  the  expiration  of  this  festive 
month,  collect  our  thoughts  in  thy  presence,  and 
seriously  examine  the  results  of  our  frequent  convo- 
cations for  divine  worship  in  thy  house. 

Thou  didst  call  to  us,  on  the  first  day  of  this  month, 
that  we  should  be  reminded  by  the  Shofar's  sound 
that  thou  art  the  Sovereign  of  the  universe,  the 
Dispenser  of  life  and  death,  riches  and  poverty,— judg- 
ing in  righteousness,  rewarding  with  faithfulness,  and 
punishing  in  love  and  mercy ; — that  we  should  hum- 
ble ourselves  before  thee,  and  realize  our  feebleness 
and  our  insignificance  before  thy  august  throne. 

As  we  stood  before  thee  on  the  great  day  of  Atone- 
ment, thou  didst  look  mercifully  on  our  fasting  and 
penitence,  and  send  to  us  thy  greeting  of  pardon  and 
forgiveness,  so  that  we  might  be  able,  with  renewed 
courage,  to  repair  our  wrongs,  retrieve  our  short- 
comings, and,  in  imitation  of  thy  love  toward  us,  be 
full  of  love  for  all  mankind. 

With  the  sacred  melodies  of  the  day  of  Atonement 
reverberating  in  our  hearts,  we  heralded  the  Feast  of 
Booths,  which  served  to  remind  us  of  thy  protecting 
care  of  Israel  at  all  times,  and  the  bounteous  gifts 
with  which  the  earth  teems.

paths  of  life,  that  thou  dost  guard  and  support  us ; 
that  we  should  submit  to  all  thy  dispensations  in 
calmness  and  in  trust,  and  remember  our  duties 
toward  thee,  whether  partaking  of  joy  or  sorrow.

(This  verse  is  said  by  the  Reader,  and  then  the  Choir  and  Congrega- 
tion repeat  it  while  standing.)

(The  Congregation  take  their  seats,  and  the  Rabbi  recites  the  foU 
lowing  scriptural  passages :) 

(Deut.  vi.  4-9,  xi.  13-21  ;  Numb.  xv.  37-41.) 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might. 
And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thy  heart.  And  thou  shalt  teach  them  dili- 
gently unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  speak  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thy 
hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thy  eyes. 
And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts  of  thy 
house,  and  upon  thy  gates. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  ye  will  hearken 
diligently  unto  my  commandments  which  I  command 
you  this  day,  to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve 
him  with  all  your  heart  and  all  your  soul,  then  will 
I  send  rain  for  your  land  in  its  due  season,  the  first  rain 
and  the  latter  rain,  that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn, 
thy  wine,  and  thy  oil.  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy 
field  for  thy  cattle,  and  thou  shalt  eat  and  be  satisfied. 
Take  heed  of  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived, 
and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship 
them.    For  then  the  Lord's  wrath  will  be  kindled 
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against  you,  and  he  will  shut  up  the  heavens,  that 
there  be  no  rain,  and  the  land  will  not  yield  her  fruit, 
and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  goodly  land 
which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up 
these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall 
teach  them  to  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts 
of  thy  house,  and  upon  thy  gates.  That  your  days 
may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  swore  unto  your  fathers  to 
give  them,  as  the  days  of  heaven  over  the  earth.

And  it 
shall  be  unto  you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon 
it,  and  remember  all  the  commandments  of  the  Lord, 
and  do  them ;  and  that  ye  seek  not  after  the  inclina- 
tions of  your  own  heart  and  the  delight  of  your 
eyes,  in  pursuit  of  which  ye  have  been  led  astray. 
That  ye  may  remember,  and  do  all  my  command- 
ments, and  be  holy  unto  your  God.  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
to  be  your  God :  I  am  the  Lord  your  God.

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12.  True,  firm,  unshaken,  and  stable  is  this  word 
unto  us  for  ever  and  ever!  yea,  a  truth  unchangeable, 
a  statute  unalterable !

Thou  didst  give  evidence  of  this  in  redeem- 
ing us  from  Egypt,  and  bringing  us  out  of  the  house 
of  bondage ;  and  wonderful  was  thy  salvation  at  the 
Red  Sea,  when  thou  didst  lead  thy  chosen  ones  safely 
through  its  foaming  billows. 

The  hearts  of  our  ancestors  were  filled  with  emo- 
tions of  gratitude  for  all  this,  and  gave  forth  songs 
and  chants,  benedictions  and  thanksgivings  unto  thee. 
Fountain  of  life.  Ever-existing  God !  They  witnessed 
thy  lofty  and  sublime  acts,  thy  great  and  awe-inspiring 
deeds !  They  beheld  that  thou  didst  overthrow  the 
haughty  and  raise  up  the  lowly,  that  thou  didst  free 
the  enslaved  and  redeem  the  depressed,  O  Helper 
of  the  needy  and  Hearer  of  the  supplications  of  thy 
people  whenever  their  petitions  come  before  thee. 

Therefore  did  they  utter  praises  to  the  God  on 
High,  blessed  be  he,  yea,  ever  blessed.    Even  Moses 
and  the  children  of  Israel,  in  accents  of  joy,  chanted 
the  song  of  praise  in  unison,  shouting :

Remember  us  and  grant  us  life,  O  Eternal !  who 
delightest  in  dispensing  the  blessings  of  life.  Write 
us  in  the  book  of  life,  in  order  that  we  may  proclaim 
thy  mercy,  O  God  of  life. 

O  Heavenly  King!  our  Supporter,  Savior,  and  Shield! 
Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

II.  Thou  art  ever  omnipotent,  O  Lord,  leading  us 
unto  life  eternal,  in  thy  abundant  salvation. 

Thou  sustainest  in  beneficence  all  living,  and  thy 
infinite  love  will  attend  us  in  the  regions  of  a  blessed 
hereafter.    As  thou  supportest  the  falling,  healest  the 
i  sick,  and  loosenest  the  bonds  of  the  oppressed,  so  doth  ^ 
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thy  faithfulness  not  abandon  those  who  sleep  in  the  dust. 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Master  of  mighty  acts  ?  Who  can 
be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who ,  whether  dispen- 
sing death  or  life,  wilt  cause  salvation  to  spring  forth  ? 

Choir, 

Yea,  who  is  like  unto  thee,  merciful  Father,  who  in 
mercy  rememberest  thy  creatures  to  life  ? 

We  faithfully  believe  that  thou  wilt  restore  us  from 
death  unto  life.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  who  re- 
storest  the  dead  to  life. 


III.  We,  on  earth,  will  sanctify  thy  Name  as  it  is  sanctified  in  the 
heavens  above,  accomplishing  the  words  of  the  divine  seer,  and  pro- 
claiming one  to  the  other : 

Choir  and  Congregation, 

Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts;  the  whole 
earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Reader.  Yea,  in  echoes  loud  and  mighty  does  thy  praise  resound 
throughout  thy  vast  kingdom,  where  the  messengers  of  thy  grace  and 
grandeur  herald  thy  majesty  and  proclaim  thee  blessed. 

Choir  and  Congregation. 
Blessed  be  the  Majesty  of  the  Lord  in  every  place 
where  it  is  manifested. 

Reader.  Let  the  refulgence  of  thy  Majesty  appear  unto  all  who  seek 
thy  glory  and  place  implicit  trust  in  thee,  and  O !  approximate  the 
period  when  thou  wilt  be  every  where  extolled  from  generation  to 
generation,  unto  all  eternity.  Grant  that  we  may  behold  this  era,  when 
thy  kingdom  will  be  so  happily  established,  even  as  written  by  the  sweet 
Psalmist  of  Israel : 

Choir  and  Congregation. 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  even  thy  God,  O 
Zion,  for  all  generations.    Hallelujah  1 

Reader.  From  generation  to  generation  will  we  make  known  thy 
greatness,  and  for  evermore  proclaim  thy  holiness.  Thy  praise  shall 
never  depart  from  our  lips,  for  great  and  holy  art  thou,  O  King. 

(The  Congregation  are  seated.) 
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Grant  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God  !  that  thy  reverence 
may  pervade  all  thy  works,  and  thy  fear  be  spread 
over  all  thou  hast  created ;  that  all  mankind  may  bow 
before  thee  in  awe  and  humility,  and  unite  with  one 
accord,  as  a  sacred  brotherhood,  to  perform  thy  will 
in  spreading  brotherly  feeling  over  all  the  earth. 
Verily  do  we  know  and  acknowledge,  O  Lord  our 
God,  that  thou  art  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe; 
that  thy  power,  thy  might  and  thy  excellence  are 
evidenced  in  everything  thou  hast  created. 

Grant  also,  that  thy  people  Israel  may  everywhere 
meet  with  the  appreciation  due  to  their  noble  mission 
of  spreading  light  and  truth,  to  which  they  have  faith- 
fully clung  even  in  times  of  suffering  and  danger. 
Grant  that  the  hopes  of  universal  freedom  and  right, 
which  their  unwavering  belief  in  thee  inspires,  may  be 
everywhere  realized.  Then  shall  all  the  noble-minded 
rejoice  in  the  triumph  of  truth,  for  wickedness  shall  be 
silenced  in  shame,  and  hostility  among  men  shall  pass 
away  like  vapor,  when  thou  shalt  banish  all  manner  of 
strife  and  tyranny  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

To  thee  alone  shall  all  thy  creatures  then  pay  homage 
and  ascribe  sovereignty,  realizing  the  words  of  the 
Royal  Psalmist,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever;  even  thy  God,  O  Zion!  for  all  generations. 
Hallelujah !" 

Thou  art  holy,  and  thy  name  is  awe-inspiring,  for 
there  is  no  God  save  thee  ;  and  thus  we  read :  "  Exalted 
is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  in  judgment,  and  God,  the  Holy 
One,  is  sanctified  because  of  the  righteousness  of  his 
government."  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord!  the  Holy 
Ruler  of  the  universe.

O  !  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  !  we  beseech 
thee  to  permit  our  memorial  and  the  memorial  of  our 
ancestors,  and  of  all  thy  people  Israel,  to  ascend  and 
come  before  thee,  so  that  we  may  obtain  grace,  favor 
and  mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Memorial. 

Vouchsafe  unto  us  thy  blessing,  and  save  us  from 
the  sorrows  and  trials  of  life.  And  as  thy  holy  word 
is  full  of  the  assurance  of  salvation  and  compassion, 
so  mayest  thou  save  and  compassionate  us,  whose  eyes 
are  ever  directed  to  thee,  our  heavenly  King,  who 
rulest  all  mankind  in  mercy  and  love. 

We  further  beseech  thee,  our  God,  and  the  God  of 
our  fathers,  to  cause  the  majesty  of  thy  glorious  king- 
dom to  spread  over  the  whole  universe.  Let  truth  and 
justice  triumphantly  shine  forth  among  all  mankind, 
so  that  every  creature  may  know  thee  as  its  Creator, 
and  every  human  being  recognize  in  thee  its  great 
Author.  Then  will  all  things  in  which  is  the  breath 
of  life,  be  eager  to  exclaim:  *'The  everlasting,  the 
God  whom  Israel  proclaimeth,  is  King,  and  his  power 
and  might  pervade  the  whole  universe." 

O  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  !  (Grant  that 
our  Sabbath  rest  may  render  us  worthy  of  thy  grace.) 
Sanctify  our  lives  for  the  performance  of  thy  command- 
ments. Satisfy  us  with  thy  abundant  goodness,  and  grant 
us  joy  through  thy  salvation.  (Permit  us  to  enjoy  thy 
holy  Sabbath  in  full  love  for  thy  Holy  Name.)  Purify  our 
hearts,  that  we  may  serve  thee  in  truth ;  for  thou,  O  God, 
art  the  embodiment  of  truth,  thy  word  is  truth  and  never 
failing.

O,  take  me  back  again,  and  I  will  come  back  to  thee, 
for  thou,  O  Lord,  art  my  God.  For  after  my  turning 
away  from  thee,  I  was  sorry,  and  after  I  was  made  to 
know  my  fault,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh  ;  I  was  ashamed, 
yea,  I  was  confounded,  for  I  had  to  bear  the  disgrace 
of  my  youth." — Is  Ephraim  unto  me  an  endeared  son, 
or  a  child  of  delight  ?  For  as  soon  as  I  §peak  of  him, 
or  even  think  of  him,  I  am  moved  toward  him  in  love 
and  compassion,  saith  the  Lord. 
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is  none  holy  like  the  Lord  ;  even  there  is  none  beside 
thee  ;  there  is  no  rock  like  our  God.  Talk  ye  no  longer 
so  haughtily,  so  haughtily ;  let  no  assumption  come  out 
of  your  mouth,  for  God  is  the  Lord  of  thoughts,  and 
by  him  man's  actions  are  weighed.  The  bows  of  the 
mighty  are  broken,  while  they  that  stumbled  are  girded 
with  strength.  They  that  lived  in  abundance  hire 
themselves  for  bread,  while  the  hungry  cease  from 
labor.  While  the  barren  has  borne  seven,  she  that  had 
many  children  is  fading  away.  The  Lord  killeth,  and 
maketh  alive,  casteth  down  to  perdition,  and  lifteth  up.

Hear,  0  Israel !  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  the 
Lord  is  One ! 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  his  glorious  kingdom  for  evermore. 

(The  Congregation  take"  their  seats,  and  the  Rabbi  recites  the  fol- 
lowing scriptural  passages :) 

(Deut.  vi.  4-9,  xi.  13-21  ;  Numb.  xv.  37-41.) 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might. 
And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thy  heart.  And  thou  shalt  teach  them  dili- 
gently unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  speak  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thy 
hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thy  eyes. 
And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts  of  thy 
house,  and  upon  thy  gates. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  ye  will  hearken 
diligently  unto  my  commandments  which  I  command 
you  this  day,  to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve 
him  with  all  your  heart  and  all  your  soul,  then  will 
I  send  rain  for  your  land  in  its  due  season,  the  first  rain 
and  the  latter  rain,  that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn, 
thy  wine,  and  thy  oil.  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy 
field  for  thy  cattle,  and  thou  shalt  eat  and  be  satisfied. 
Take  heed  of  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived, 
and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship 
them.    For  then  the  Lord's  wrath  will  be  kindled 
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against  you,  and  he  will  shut  up  the  heavens,  that 
th^re  be  no  fain,  and  the  land  will  not  yield  her  fruit, 
and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  goodly  land 
which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up 
these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall 
teach  them  to  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  Way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts 
of  thy  house,  and  upon  thy  gates.  -  That  your  days 
may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  swore  unto  your  fathers  to 
give  them,  as  the  days  of  heaven  over  the  earth. 

And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  to  make 
themselves  fringes  in  the  borders  of  their  garments, 
throughout  their  generations,  and  that  they  put  upon 
the  fringes  of  the  borders  a  thread  of  blue.  And  it

5.  True  and  unfailing  is  it  unto  us,  that  thou  art 
the  Lord  our  God,  and  that  there  is  none  else  besides 
thee,  while  we,  the  children  of  Israel,  are  thy  people. 
Thou  hast  delivered  us  from  many  a  tyrannical  power, 
and  hast  redeemed  us  from  the  hand  of  oppression. 
Without  number  are  thy  wonderful  deeds,  beyond 
mortal  knowledge  the  miracles  thou  hast  wrought  for 
our  sake.  When  hope  had  fled  from  our  hearts,  thou 
didst  instill  new  life  within  us ;  when  on  the  brink  of 
destruction,  thou  didst  interpose  and  save  us.  Even 
thou  didst  perform  signs  and  wonders  on  our  behalf, 
both  when  leading  us  from  Egyptian  slavery  to  ever- 
lasting freedom,  and  when  paving  a  road  through  the 
sea,  so  that  thy  children  might  pass.  Thus  was  thy 
marvelous  power  made  known  to  them ;  and  in  ac- 
knowledging thy  majesty,  Moses  and  the  children  of 
Israel  with  one  accord  chanted  the  anthem  of  praise: 

C/toir  and  Congregation. — ^Who  among  the  mighty 

IS  LIKE  UNTO  THEE,  O  LORD  ?  WhO  IS  LIKE  UNTO 
THEE,  GLORIFIED  IN  HOLINESS,  FEARFUL  IN  PRAISED 
DEEDS,  PERFORMING  WONDERS  ? 

Thy  children  beheld  thy  omnipotence,  when  the 
foaming  billows  of  the  sea  were  divided  for  their  res- 
cue. This  is  my  God,"  did  they  shout;  and  closing 
their  song,  they  exclaimed  : 

Ch,  &  Cong, — The  Lord  reigneth  forever  and  ever. 

And  thus  art  thou  proclaimed  in  the  words  of  inspi- 
ration :  The  Lord  is  the  redeemer  of  Jacob,  his  deliv- 
erer from  the  hand  too  powerful  for  him."  Praised 
be  thou,  O  Lord,  who  redeemest  Israel.  Amen! 


6.  O  Lord  our  God !  vouchsafe  unto  us  thy  pro- 
tection, that  we  may  lie  down  this  night  in  peace,  and 
awake  in  the  morning  to  refreshed  existence.  Spread 
over  us  thy  pavilion  of  peace,  guide  us  with  good  || 
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counsels,  and  send  us  assistance  for  the  sake  of  thy 
Holy  Name.  Be  thou,  at  all  times,  our  shield  and 
protector  from  harm,  our  guardian  from  danger,  our 
savior  from  all  manner  of  trouble  and  distress.  Keep 
far  from  us  anxiety  and  sorrow,  and  shelter  us  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings  ;  for  it  is  in  thee  only,  O  God, 
that  we  put  our  trust.  Guard  then  our  going  out  and 
our  coming  in,  that  we  may  lead  a  life  of  happiness  and 
contentment,  and  be  ever  surrounded  by  the  blessing  of 
peace.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  who  spreadest  thy 
paviHon  of  divine  peace  over  us  and  all  Israel.  Amen! 

Exodus  xxxi.  i6.  {On  the  Sabbath.) 

The  children  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  Sabbath,  to 
observe  it  throughout  their  generations  as  a  perpetual 
covenant.  Between  me  and  the  children  of  Israel  it 
is  a  sign  for  ever,  that  in  six  days  the  Lord  created 
heaven  and  earth,  and  appointed  the  seventh  day  for 
rest  and  spiritual  reflection. 

Leviticus  xvi.  30.  * 

"  For  on  this  day  shall  he  make  atonement  on  your 
behalf  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all 
your  sins  before  the  Lord." 

7.  THE  SEVENFOLD  BENEDICTION. 

(The  Congregation  rise  for  silent  prayer.) 

I.  We  arise  to  praise  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers — God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Jacob.  Great  and  mighty  art  thou,  and  wondrous  are 
thy  works,  O  Author  of  the  universe.  In  the  abun- 
dance of  thy  mercy  thou  causest  the  virtues  of  the 
fathers  to  bring  salvation  to  their  children's  children. 

Remember  us  and  grant  us  life,  O  Eternal,  who  de- 
lightest  in  dispensing  the  blessings  of  life.  Write  us 
in  the  book  of  life,  in  order  that  we  may  proclaim  thy 
mercy,  O  God  of  life. 

O  Heavenly  King!  our  Supporter,  Savior, and  Shield ! 
Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 
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II.  Thou  art  ever  omnipotent,  O  Lord,  leading  us 
unto  life  eternal,  in  thy  abundant  salvation. 

Thou  sustainest  in  beneficence  all  the  living,  and  thy 
infinite,  love  will  attend  us  in  the  regions  of  a  blessed 
hereafter.  As  thou  supportest  the  falling,  healest  the 
sick,  and  loosenest  the  bonds  of  the  oppressed,  so  doth 
thy  faithfulness  not  abandon  those  who  sleep  in  the  dust. 
Who  is  like  unto  thee.  Master  of  mighty  acts?  Who  can 
be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who,  whether  dispens- 
ing death  or  life,  wilt  cause  salvation  to  spring  forth  ? 

Yea,  who  is  like  thee,  merciful  Father,  who  in  mercy 
rememberest  thy  creatures  to  life  ? 

We  faithfully  believe  that  thou  wilt  restore  us  from 
death  unto  life.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  who  re- 
storest  the  dead  to  life. 

III.  Thou  art  holy,  and  thy  Name  is  holy,  and  it  is 
a  mission  of  holiness  to  praise  thee  daily.  Praised  be 
thou,  O  Lord,  the  Holy  God. 

Grant  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God  !  that  thy  reverence 
may  pervade  all  thy  works,  and  thy  fear  be  spread 
over  all  thou  hast  created ;  that  all  mankind  may  bow 
before  thee  in  awe  and  humility,  and  unite  with  one 
accord,  as  a  sacred  brotherhood,  to  perform  thy  will 
in  spreading  brotherly  feeling  over  all  the  earth. 
Verily  do  we  know  and  acknowledge,  O  Lord  our 
God,  that  thou  art  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe; 
that  thy  power,  thy  might  and  thy  excellence  are 
evidenced  in  everything  thou  hast  created. 

Grant  also,  that  thy  people  Israel  may  everywhere 
meet  with  the  appreciation  due  to  their  noble  mission 
of  spreading  light  and  truth,  to  which  they  have  faith- 
fully clung  even  in  times  of  suffering  and  danger. 
Grant  that  the  hopes  of  universal  freedom  and  right, 
which  their  unwavering  belief  in  thee  inspires,  may  be 
everywhere  realized.  Then  shall  all  the  noble-minded 
rejoice  in  the  triumph  of  truth,  for  wickedness  shall  be 
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silenced  in  shame,  and  hostility  among  men  shall  pass 
away  like  vapor,  when  thou  shalt  banish  all  manner  of 
strife  and  tyranny  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

To  thee  alone  shall  all  thy  creatures  then  pay  homage 
and  ascribe  sovereignty,  realizing  the  words  of  the 
Royal  Psalmist,  ''The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever;  even  thy  God,  O  Zion!  for  all  generations. 
Hallelujah !" 

Thou  art  holy,  and  thy  name  is  awe-inspiring,  for 
there  is  no  God  save  thee  ;  and  thus  we  read:  Exalted 
is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  in  judgment,  and  God,  the  Holy 
One,  is  sanctified  because  of  the  righteousness  of  his 
government."  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord !  the  Holy 
Ruler  of  the  universe. 

IV.  Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  among  all  nations, 
and  in  thy  love  hast  assigned  unto  us  the  priestly  mis- 
sion of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  thy  Holy  Name, 
so  that  we  may  not  alone  perform  thy  commandments, 
but  also  consecrate  ourselves  to  thy  service. 

And  in  the  abundance  of  thy  kindness  hast  thou 
given  us  (this  Sabbath  day  and)  this  Day  of  Atone- 
ment, whereon  thou  forgivest  the  sins  of  thy  repenting 
servants, — a  holy  convocation,  reminding  us  of  our 
mission  from  our  going  out  from  Egypt. 

O  !  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers !  we  beseech 
thee  to  permit  our  memorial  and  the  memorial  of  our 
ancestors,  and  of  all  thy  people  Israel,  to  ascend  and 
come  before  thee,  so  that  we  may  obtain  grace,  favor  and 
mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 

Vouchsafe  unto  us  thy  blessing,  and  save  us  from 
the  sorrows  and  trials  of  life..  And  as  thy  holy  word 
is  full  of  the  assurance  of  salvation  and  compassion, 
so  mayest  thou  save  and  compassionate  us,  whose  eyes 
are  ever  directed  to  thee,  our  Heavenly  King,  who 
^  rulest  all  mankind  in  mercy  and  love.  || 
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our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers!  Forgive  us 
our  sins  on  this  day  of  (Sabbath  rest  and)  Atonement ! 
Blot  out  our  transgresssions  and  obhterate  our  guilt 
from  before  thine  all-seeing  eye,  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I, 
will  blot  oyt  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake  and 
will  not  remember  thy  sins."  And  furthermore  do  we 
readr  "  I  will  make  vanish  like  a  cloud  thy  transgres- 
sions and  like  vapor,  thy  sins ;  return  unto  me,  for  I  have 
redeemed  thee/'  And  again  it  is  recorded :  "For  on 
this  day  shall  he  absolve  you  to  cleanse  you  ;  from  all 
your  sins  before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean." 

O  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  Fathers  !  (Grant  that 
our  Sabbath  rest  may  render  us  worthy  of  thy  grace.) 
Sanctify  our  lives  for  the  performance  of  thy  command- 
ments. Satisfy  us  with  thy  abundant  goodness  and 
grant  us  joy  through  thy  salvation.  Permit  us  to  enjoy 
thy  holy  Sabbath  in  full  love  for  thy  Holy  Name.) 
Purify  our  hearts  that  we  may  serve  thee  in  truth,  for 
thou  wilt  forgive  Israel,  even  as  thou  wast  a  God  of 
mercy  and  pardon  in  all  generations,  and  there  is  no 
atoning  power  save  thine.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord, 
who  year  after  year,  on  this  day,  renewest  in  our  hearts 
an  abiding  confidence  in  thy  attribute  of  pardon ;  O 
Ruler  of  all  the  earth,  who  hast  assigned  the  power  of 
sanctification  to  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  thy  priestly 
people,  and  this  Day  of  Atonement. 

V.  O  Lord,  our  God !  Bestow  thy  grace  upon  thy 
people  Israel ;  accept  the  prayers  of  those  who  ap- 
proach thee  in  love,  and  let  the  worship  of  thy  people 
Israel  be  ever  pleasing  unto  thee. 

Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  unto  whom  alone  do  we  jj 
^  offer  reverence  and  adoration.   Amen !  § 
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VI.  We  render  our  heartfelt  thanks  unto  thee,  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  art  the  firm  stay 
of  our  existence,  our  shield  of  protection  at  all  times. 
We,  indeed,  thank  thee,  and  proclaim  thy  praise  for 
our  lives  which  are  in  thy  hands,  for  our  souls  which 
are  under  thy  guardianship,  for  the  marks  of  thy 
providential  care  which  we  daily  receive,  and  for  the 
wonderful  gifts  which  thou  dost  dispense  unto  us 
morning,  noon,  and  night.  Thou  art  good,  for  thy 
mercies  never  fail;  and  thy  loving  kindness  never 
ceaseth  from  thy  people,  for  thou  hast  been  their  hope 
and  trust  from  the  distant  past  to  the  present  moment 
of  our  lives. 

And  for  all  these  mercies  will  we  praise  thy  Holy 
Name,  our  King,  now  and  for  evermore. 

Vouchsafe  a  blissful  life  unto  all  the  children  of  thy 
covenant. 

O  that  all  the  living  would  pay  homage  unto  thee, 
and  praise  thy  name  in  truth,  O  Lord,  our  help  and 
assistance.  Blessed  be  thou,  O  Lord,  whose  name  is 
the  All-bountiful,  and  unto  whom  the  praises  of  man 
should  be  gratefully  rendered.    Amen ! 

Vn.  We  now  implore  thee  to  grant  us  the  precious 
gift  of  peace,  and  to  instill  within  us  a  contented  spirit, 
benevolence  and  love.  Bless  all  of  us  together  with 
the  light  of  thy  countenance,  so  that  w^e  may  learn  to 
practice  charity  and  righteousness,  and  to  perform 
deeds  of  benevolence  and  love,  whereby  peace  and 
happiness  maybe  spread  around  us,  in  like  manner  as 
thou  hast  blessed  thy  people  Israel,  amid  all  the  vicis- 
situdes of  life. 
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And  especially  on  these  solemn  days  of  penitence 
do  we  pray  thee  to  remember  and  irrscribe  us,  and  atl 
the  people  of  the  house  of  Israel,  in  the  book  of  hfe^ 
blessing,  peace,  and  prosperity.

Lord^  the  never-failing  fount  of  peace..  Amen! 


0  fny  God  !  permit  my  petition  to  come  before  thee 
in  mercy,  and  hide  not  thyself  from  my  supplication, 
I  approach  thee  not  with  a  haughty  spirit,  nor  '  an 
obdurate  heart,  exclaiming  before  thee,  1  am  without^ 
sin  and  free  from  guilt.

This 
sea  here,  great  and  wide  in  all  directions ;  there  are 
swarms  without  number  of  beasts,  both  small  and  great. 
There  ships  go  along,  that  Leviathan,  thou  hast  created 
to  play  therein.  All  of  them  hope  for  thee,  that  thou 
mayest  give  their  food  in  its  time.  Thou  givest  them, 
they  gather ;  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they  are  satisfied 
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with  good.  Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled  ; 
thou  withdrawest  thy  breath,  they  perish,  and  to  their 
dust  they  return.  Thou  sendest  forth  thy  breath, 
they  are  created,  and  thou  renevvest  the  face  of  the 
earth.

23.      THE  CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 

(This  verse  is  said  by  the  Reader,  and  then  the  Choir  and  Congrega- 
tion repeat  it  while  standing.) 

Hear,  0  Israel !  The  Lord  is  our  God;  the 
Lord  is  One! 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  his  glorious  kingdom  for  evermore. 

(The  Congregation  take  their  seats,  and  the  Rabbi  recites  the  fol- 
lowing scriptural  passages :) 

(Deut.  vi.  4-9,  xi.  13-21  ;  Numb.  xv.  37-41.) 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might 
And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thy  heart.  And  thou  shalt  teach  them  dili- 
gently unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  speak  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thy 
hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thy  eyes. 
And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts  of  thy 
house,  and  upon  thy  gates. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  ye  will  hearken 
diligently  unto  my  commandments  which  I  command 
you  this  day,  to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve 
him  with  all  your  heart  and  all  your  soul,  then  will 
I  send  rain  for  your  land  in  its  due  season,  the  first  rain 
and  the  latter  rain,  that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn, 
thy  wine,  and  thy  oil.  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy 
field  for  thy  cattle,  and  thou  shalt  eat  and  be  satisfied. 
Take  heed  of  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived, 
and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship  j 
them.    For  then  the  Lord*s  wrath  will  be  kindled 
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against  you,  and  he  vi^ill  shut  up  the  heavens,  that 
there  be  no  rain,  and  the  land  will  not  yield  her  fruit, 
and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  goodly  land 
which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up 
these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall 
teach  them  to  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  dpor-posts 
of  thy  house,  and  upon  thy  gates.  That  your  days 
may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  swore  unto  your  fathers  to 
give  them,  as  the  days  of  heaven  over  the  earth. 

And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  to  make 
themselves  fringes  in  the  borders  of  their  garments, 
throughout  their  generations,  and  that  they  put  upon 
the  fringes  of  the  borders  a  thread  of  blue.  And  it 
shall  be  unto  you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon 
it,  and  remember  all  the  commandments  of  the  Lord, 
and  do  them ;  and  that  ye  seek  not  after  the  inclina- 
tions of  your  own  heart  and  the  delight  of  your 
eyes,  in  pursuit  of  which  ye  have  been  led  astriCy. 
That  ye  may  remember,  and  do  all  my  command- 
ments, and  be  holy  unto  your  God.  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
to  be  your  God :  I  am  the  Lord  your  God.

11  The  lord  your  God  is  ever  true  and  faithful ! 
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24.  True,  firm,  unshaken,  and  stable  is  this  word 
unto  us  for  ever  and  ever!  yea,  a  truth  unchangeable, 
a  statute  unalterable  ! 

The  past  lays  before  us  the  truth,  and  makes  us  con- 
fident that  what  thou  hast  been  to  our  fathers,  thou 
wilt  be  to  us,  even  a  guide,  protector,  and  redeemer, 
the  Rock  of  our  salvation,  our  Savior  and  Deliverer. 
From  old  such  is  thy  name,  and  there  is  no  almighty 
power  save  thine. 

It  is  a  truth  that  thou  art  the  first  and  the  last, 
and  without  thee  we  have  neither  King,  Redeemer, 
nor  Savior.  Thou  didst  give  evidence  of  this  in  redeem- 
ing us  from  Egypt,  and  bringing  us  out  of  the  house 
of  bondage ;  and  wonderful  was  thy  salvation  at  the 
Red  Sea,  when  thou  didst  lead  thy  chosen  ones  safely 
through  its  foaming  billows. 

The  hearts  of  our  ancestors  were  filled  with  emo- 
tions of  gratitude  for  all  this,  and  gave  forth  songs 
and  chants,  benedictions  and  thanksgivings  unto  thee. 
Fountain  of  life.  Ever-existing  God !  They  witnessed 
thy  lofty  and  sublime  acts,  thy  great  and  awe-inspiring 
deeds !  They  beheld  that  thou  didst  overthrow  the 
haughty  and  raise  up  the  lowly,  that  thou  didst  free 
the  enslaved  and  redeem  the  depressed,  O  Helper 
of  the  needy  and  Hearer  of  the  supplications  of  thy 
people  whenever  their  petitions  come  before  thee. 

Therefore  did  they  utter  praises  to  the  God  on 
High,  blessed  be  he,  yea,  ever  blessed.  Even  Moses 
and  the  children  of  Israel,  in  accents  of  joy,  chanted 
the  song  of  praise  in  unison,  shouting : 

Choir  and  Congregation, 
Who  among  the  mighty  is  like  unto  thee,  O 
Lord  !     Who  is  like  unto  thee,  glorified  in 
holiness,  fearful  in  praised  deeds,  performing 
I  wonders  ! 
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Yea,  the  redeemed  ones  chanted  a  new  song  at  the 
seashore  when  recognizing  thy  providence,  and  in 
united  chorus  did  they  acknowledge  thy  sovereignty, 
exclaiming :

(The  Congregation  rise  and  pray  with  the  Reader  in  a  low  voice. 

I.  We  arise  to  praise  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers — God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Jacob.  Great  and  mighty  art  thou,  and  wondrous  are 
thy  works,  O  Author  of  the  Universe.  In  the  abun- 
dance of  thy  mercy  thou  causest  the  virtues  of  the 
fathers  to  bring  salvation  to  their  children's  children. 

Choir  and  Congregation, 
Remember  us  and  grant  us  life,  O  Eternal  !  who 
delightest  in  dispensing  the  blessings  of  life.  Write 
us  in  the  book  of  life,  in  order  that  we  may  proclaim 
thy  mercy,  O  God  of  life. 

O  Heavenly  King!  our  Supporter,  Savior,  and  Shield! 
Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

II.  Thou  art  ever  omnipotent,  O  Lord,  leading  us 
unto  life  eternal,  in  thy  abundant  salvation. 

Thou  sustainest  in  beneficence  all  living,  and  thy 
infinite  love  will  attend  us  in  the  regions  of  a  blessed 
hereafter.  As  thou  supportest  the  falling,  healest  the 
sick,  and  loosenest  the  bonds  of  the  oppressed,  so  doth

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thy  faithfulness  not  abandon  those  who  sleep  in  the  dust. 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Master  of  mighty  acts  ?  Who  can 
be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who,  whether  dispen- 
sing death  or  life,  wilt  cause  salvation  to  spring  forth  ?

Yea,  who  is  like  unto  thee,  merciful  Father,  who  in 
mercy  rememberest  thy  creatures  to  life  ? 

We  faithfully  believe  that  thou  wilt  restore  us  from 
death  unto  life.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  who  re- 
storest  the  dead  to  life. 


III.  We,  on  earth,  will  sanctify  thy  Name,  as  it  is  sanctified  in  the 
heavens  above,  accomplishing  the  words  of  the  divine  seer,  and  pro- 
claiming one  to  the  other : 

Choir  and  Congregation, 

Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts;  the  whole 
earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Reader.  Yea,  in  echoes  loud  and  mighty  does  thy  praise  resound 
throughout  thy  vast  kingdom,  where  the  messengers  of  thy  grace  and 
grandeur  herald  thy  majesty  and  proclaim  thee  blessed. 

Choir  and  Congregation, 
Blessed  be  the  Majesty  of  the  Lord  in  every  place 
where  it  is  manifested. 

Reader.  Let  the  refulgence  of  thy  Majesty  appear  unto  all  who  seek 
thy  glory  and  place  implicit  trust  in  thee,  and  O  !  approxnnate  the 
period  when  thou  wilt  be  every  where  extolled  from  generation  to 
generation,  unto  all  eternity.  Grant  that  we  may  behold  this  era,  when 
'thy  kingdom  will  be  so  happily  established,  even  as  written  by  the  sweet 
Psalmist  of  Israel : 

Choir  and  Congregation, 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  even  thy  God,  O 
Zion,  for  all  generations.    Hallelujah  ! 

Reader.  From  generation  to  generation  will  we  make  known  thy 
greatness,  and  for  evermore  proclaim  thy  holiness.  Thy  praise  shall 
never  depart  from  our  lips,  for  great  and  holy  art  thou,  O  King. 

(The  Congregation  are  seated.) 
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Grant  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God  !  that  thy  reverence  | 
may  pervade  all  thy  works,  and  thy  fear  be  spread  | 
over  all  thou  hast  created ;  that  all  mankind  may  bow  i 
before  thee  in  awe  and  humility,  and  unite  with  one 
accord,  as  a  sacred  brotherhood,  to  perform  thy  will 
in  spreading  brotherly  feeling  over  all  the  earth. 
Verily  do  we  know  and  acknowledge,  O  Lord  our 
God,  that  thou  art  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe; 
that  thy  power,  thy  might  and  thy  excellence  are 
evidenced  in  everything  thou  hast  created. 

Grant  also,  that  thy  people  Israel  may  everywhere 
meet  with  the  appreciation  due  to  their  noble  mission 
of  spreading  light  and  truth,  to  which  they  have  faith- 
fully clung  even  in  times  of  suffering  and  danger. 
Grant  that  the  hopes  of  universal  freedom  and  right, 
which  their  unwavering  belief  in  thee  inspires,  may  be 
everywhere  realized.  Then  shall  all  the  noble-minded 
rejoice  in  the  triumph  of  truth,  for  wickedness  shall  be 
silenced  in  shame,  and  hostility  among  men  shall  pass 
away  like  vapor,  when  thou  shalt  banish  all  manner  of 
strife  and  tyranny  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

To  thee  alone  shall  all  thy  creatures  then  pay  homage 
and  ascribe  sovereignty,  realizing  the  words  of  the 
Royal  Psalmist,  "The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever;  even  thy  G^od,  O  Zion!  for  all  generations. 
Hallelujah !" 

Thou  art  holy,  and  thy  name  is  awe-inspiring,  for 
there  is  no  God  save  thee  ;  and  thus  we  read:  "Exalted 
is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  in  judgment,  and  God,  the  Holy 
One,  is  sanctified  because  of  the  righteousness  of  his 
government."  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord!  the  Holy 
Ruler  of  the  universe. 

IV.  Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  among  all  nations, 
and  in  thy  love  hast  assigned  unto  us  the  priestly  mis- 
sion of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  thy  Holy  Name, 
so  that  we  may  not  alone  perform  thy  commandments, 
but  also  consecrate  ourselves  to  thy  service.  ^ 
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And  in  the  abundance  of  thy  kindness  hast  thou 
given  us  (this  Sabbath  day  and)  this  Day  of  Atonement, 
whereon  thou  forgivest  the  sins  of  thy  repenting  ser- 
vants,-— a  holy  convocation,  reminding  us  of  our  mission 
from  our  going  but  from  Egypt. 

O  !  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  !  we  beseech 
thee  to  permit  our  memorial  and  the  memorial  of  our 
ancestors,  and  of  all  thy  people  Israel^  to  ascend  and 
come  before  thee,  so  that  we  may  abtain  grade;  favor 
and  mercy,  life  and  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 

Vouchsafe  untb  us  thy  blessing,  and  save  us  from 
the  sorrows  and  trials  of  life.  And  as  thy  holy  word 
is  full  of  the  assurance  of  salvation  and  compassion, 
so  mayest  thou  save  and  compassionate  us,  whose  eyes 
are  ever  directed  to  thee,  our  heavenly  King,  who 
rulest  all  mankind  in  mercy  and  love. 


O,  God !  whose  grace  throughout  the  earth  is  known 
— to  anger  slow,  af  sweet  compassion  full — the  way  to 
the  repentant  thou  hast  shown — to  turn  to  thee,  Al- 
mighty, Merciful  —Remember  thou  each  day  thy 
chosen  seed, — unto  their  heartfelt  cries  incline  thine 
ear, — O  Lord  of  mercy !  when  in  direful  need, — we 
humbly  seek  thy  presence  with  ourprayer,^Turn  from 
thy  wrath,  according  to  thy  word— beneath  the  shadow 
of  thy  wings  grant  rest— as  on  that  day  thy  heavenly 
voice  was  heard,— in  clouds  of  never-ending  mystery 
dressed. — Forgive  bur  sins,  thy  mercy  now  display; 
I  O  listen  to  our  plaint,  thy  grace  proclaim, — as  when  | 
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the  Meek  one  stood  that  hallowed  day — and  sought 
thy  pardon  by  thy  glorious  Name  ;  as  it  is  written : 

**  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  proclaimed, 
The  Lord,  the  Lord  God  merciful  and  gracious, 
long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  goodness  and  truth, 
keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  trans- 
gression and  sin.'* 

Forgive  then  our  transgresssion  and  sin,  and  let 
us  inherit  thy  grace. 

My  God,  my  Savior,  my  Rock,  my  Stay, 
My  horn  of  health,  when  dark  my  day. 
With  the  morning  dawn  unto  thee  I'm  dra\i^n, 
I  cry  to  thee,  my  Lord,  this  morning.

We  are  thy  beloved,  and  thou  art  our  Friend. 

We  are  thy  followers,  and  thou  art  our  Leader. 

We  are  full  of  sin,  while  thou  art  full  of  mercy. 
We  and  our  existence  are  vanity  and  emptiness,  while 
thou  art  the  ever-living,  ever-enduring  God.  We 
and  our  days  are  like  a  fleeting  shadow,  but  thou  art 
unchanging  and  never-ending.

Great  is  our  guilt.  We  have  betrayed  the  confidence 
placed  in  us ;  we  have  trespassed  on  the  rights  of  others ; 
we  have  made  use  of  defaming  words ;  we  have  per- 
verted what  was  right;  we  have  wrongly  condemned 
our  fellow-men.  We  have  been  defiant  and  violent ; 
we  have  often  devised  iniquity ;  we  have  planned  evil 
and  uttered  falsehood;  we  have  scornfully  rejected  and 
even  contemned  virtue.  We  have  been  rebellious 
against  thy  voice;  we  have  been  refractory,  malignant 
and  stubborn ;  we  have  acted  wickedly ;  we  have  cor- 
rupted and  have  done  abominably.  We  have  not  only 
gone  astray,  but  have,  alas !  induced  others  to  err. 

Indeed,  we  have  turned  aside  from  thy  commands, 
and  been  heedless  of  thy  good  injunctions  framed  for 
our  benefit ;  but  now,  we  acknowledge  the  justice  of  all 
thy  decrees  over  us,— that  what  thou  doest  is  right, 
f  while  we  have  offended  against  thee. 
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(The  Congregation  in  silent  prayer.) 

My  God,  when  examining  this  day  my  conscience 
and  investigating  all  my  doings,  my  eyes  are  cast  down 
in  shame  at  the  sad  record.  How  often  have  I  not 
acted  against  thy  holy  will,  and  requited  with  evil  the 
manifold  goodness  bestowed  on  me.  Ere  yet  I  beheld 
the  light  of  day  wert  thou  mindful  of  me,  and  didst 
surround  me  with  thy  loving  kindness.  Yea,  thou  didst 
create  me  and  breathe  thy  immortal  spirit  within  me. 
Thou  hast  not  forsaken  me  from  the  first  period  of 
existence,  but  hast  reared  and  tended  me  with  the  close 
affection  of  a  father,  and  the  self-sacrificing  love  of  a 
mother.  All  through  my  growth  of  body  and  develop- 
ment of  intellect  hast  thou  strengthened  me;  thou  hast 
so  directed  my  steps  and  led  me  in  the  paths  of  life, 
that  I  have  been  shielded  from  the  manifold  perils 
which  beset  me  on  all  sides.  In  sickness  thou  hast 
healed  me,  and  thy  protecting  care  has  removed  far 
from  me  want  and  distress,  by  providing  mG  with  the 
necessaries  of  life,  yea,  and  often  with  its  superfluities. 

But  for  more  precious  gifts  have  I  to  render  heart- 
felt thanks  unto  thee,  O  God.  It  is  through  thy  Pro- 
vidence, that  I  belong  not  to  those  who  know  thee  not 
and  reject  thy  law,  but  am  one  of  thy  sacred  heritage, 
firm  in  the  belief  in  thee, — acknowledging  the  truth  that 
thou,  O  Eternal,  art  the  Only  One,  and  enabled  by  thy 
revealed  word  to  traverse  the  paths  of  piety  and  chas- 
tity, wisdom  and  virtue.

Therefore  do  I  stand  here  before  thee,  scarcely  dar- 
ing to  raise  mine  eyes  unto  thee,  because  my  sins  have 
increased  above  my  head,  and  my  guiltiness  grown  unto 
the  heavens."  When  I  venture  to  weigh  myself  in  the 
balance  with  thee,  verily  do  I  perceive  my  deficiency, — 
that  as  thou  art  perfect  so  am  I  defective — as  thou  art 
pure  and  holy,  so  am  I  unclean  and  corrupted.  Whither 
shall  I  flee  from  before  thy  spirit,  where  hide  myself 
from  thy  face  ?  It  is  only  on  thy  mercy  I  dare  cast 
myself,  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wing  that  I  can  find 
refuge  and  shelter.  Thou  hast  no  pleasure  in  chastise- 
ment, but  dost  delight  in  forgiveness, — thou  desirest 
not  to  destroy  the  sinner,  but  to  rescue  him  from  his 
evil  ways.  Thou  callest  me  unto  repentance  and  refor- 
mation, O  grant  me  time  therefor, — take  me  not  from 
this  earth  until  I  shall  have  atoned  for  my  sins,  made 
reparation  of  the  wrongs  I  have  committed,  and  pre- 
pared myself  for  the  great  day  of  judgment. 

O!  Do  thou  help  me,  that  I  may  return  unto  thee 
with  a  perfect  heart.  Open  my  bosom  unto  thy  teach- 
ings ;  plant  in  the  depths  of  my  soul  thy  fear,  and  guard 
me  against  all  manner  of  temptation.  Be  thou  with 
my  mouth  and  with  my  heart,  that  I  may  sin  no  more 
with  my  tongue.  Let  falsehood  find  no  lurking-place 
within  my  breast,  that  my  heart  may  remain  pure  and 
undefiled  before  thee.  Grant  me  the  enjoyment  of  thy 
grace  in  future,  decree  on  my  dear  ones  and  myself  all 
manner  of  good,  and  avert  evil  from  us,  with  all  who 
trust  in  thy  name !  Lead  me  in  thy  counsel  while  I 
remain  on  this  earth ;  and  when  thou  callest  me  away 
from  this  temporary  abode,  O  give  me  a  share  among 
the  pious  who  have  found  eternal  peace  with  thee. 

May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditations  of 
my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  my 
Rock  and  my  Redeemer.    Amen  ! 
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What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  who  dwellest  on 
High,  or  what  shall  we  utter  before  thee,  who  art 
enthroned  above  the  spheres  ?  Thou  dost,  indeed, 
know  everything,  what  is  secret  as  well  as  what  is 
manifest ;  thou  knowest  the  mysteries  of  eternity,  and 
the  most  carefully  concealed  secrets  of  all  living. 

Thou  searchest  the  remotest  recesses  of  our  souls, 
and  probest  all  our  thoughts  and  aspirations.  There 
is  no  word  that  can  escape  thy  cognizance,  no  deed 
that  can  be  hidden  from  thy  sight. 

We  therefore  beseech  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  to  vouchsafe  unto  us  forgive- 
ness for  all  our  sins,  remission  for  all  our  offences, 
pardon  for  all  our  transgressions  which  we  have  com- 
mitted  before  thee  in  thought,  word,  and  deed, —  | 
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whether  by  the  force  of  external  influences,  or  our  own 
free  volition, — whether  openly  or  in  secret, — presump- 
tuously or  through  error.  Forgive,  remit,  and  pardon 
them  all,  O  Lord  of  pardon,  who  art  ever  merciful  and 
ready  to  forgive, — full  of  love  and  abundant  in  kind- 
ness unto  all  who  call  upon  thee  in  truth. 


O  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers !  Forgive  us 
our  sins  on  this  day  of  (Sabbath  rest  and)  Atonement ! 
Blot  out  our  transgressions  and  obliterate  our  guilt 
from  before  thine  all-seeing  eye,  as  it  is  said,  "  I,  even  I, 
will  blot  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake,  and 
will  not  remember  thy  sins."  And  furthermore  do  we 
read :  I  will  make  vanish  like  a  cloud  thy  transgres- 
sions, and  like  vapor  thy  sins ;  return  unto  me,  for  I  have 
redeemed  thee."  And  again  it  is  recorded :  "  For  on 
this  day  shall  he  absolve  you  to  cleanse  you  ;  from  all 
your  sins  before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean." 

O  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  Fathers  !  (Grant  that 
our  Sabbath  rest  may  render  us  worthy  of  thy  grace.) 
Sanctify  our  lives  for  the  performance  of  thy  command- 
ments. Satisfy  us  with  thy  abundant  goodness,  and 
grant  us  joy  through  thy  salvation.  (Permit  us  to  enjoy 
thy  holy  Sabbath  in  full  love  for  thy  Holy  Name.) 
Purify  our  hearts  that  we  may  serve  thee  in  truth,  for 
thou  wilt  forgive  Israel,  even  as  thou  wast  a  God  of 
mercy  and  pardon  in  all  generations,  and  there  is  no 
atoning  power  save  thine.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord, 
who  year  after  year,  on  this  day,  renewest  in  our  hearts 
an  abiding  confidence  in  thy  attribute  of  pardon ;  O 
Ruler  of  all  the  earth,  who  hast  assigned  the  power  of 
sanctification  to  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  thy  priestly 
people,  and  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
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V.  O  Lord  our  God,  bestow  thy  grace  upon  thy 
people  Israel.  Accept  the  prayers  of  those  who  ap- 
proach thee  in  love,  and  let  the  worship  of  thy  people 
Israel  be  ever  pleasing  unto  thee. 

Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  unto  whom  alone  we  offer 
reverence  and  adoration.    Amen ! 

VI.  We  render  our  heartfelt  thanks  unto  thee,  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  art  the  firm  stay 
of  our  existence,  our  shield  of  protection  at  all  times.

For  the  iniquity  of  his  covetousness  was  I  wroth,  and 
I  smote  him,  hiding  my  face  and  being  wroth,  for  he 
went  wayward  in  the  way  of  his  own  heart.  His  ways 
have  I  seen,  and  I  will  heal  him,  and  lead  him  and 
restore  comfort  unto  him  and  those  that  mourn  with 
him.  The  Lord,  the  creator  of  the  flow  of  the  lips,  says, 
Peace,  peace  !  be  he  far  or  near,  and  I  will  heal  him.'* 
But  the  wicked  are  as  the  stirred-up  sea  when  it  cannot 
rest,  and  its  waters  stir  up  mire  and  dirt.  No  peace, 
says  my  God,  to  the  wicked ! 

Call  aloud,  withhold  not ;  like  a  trump  raise  thy 
voice,  and  tell  my  people  their  transgression,  and  the 
house  of  Jacob  their  sins.  Whereas  they  seek  me  day 
by  day,  and  desire  to  know  my  ways  ;  as  a  nation  that 
did  righteousness,  and  never  abandoned  the  ordinance 
of  their  God,  do  they  ask  of  me  the  ordinances  of  justice, 
— the  presence  of  God  do  they  desire.  "  Why  fast  we, 
and  thou  seest  not ;  afflict  our  souls,  and  thou  takest 
no  knowledge?" — Behold  on  your  day  of  fast,  you 
seek  after  your  pursuits,  and  all  your  ill-gotten  gains 
do  you  exact.  Behold,  for  strife  and  feud  fast  ye,  and 
for  smiting  with  the  wicked  fist ;  you  fast  not,  it  is  clear, 
for  making  your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high.  Is  such 
the  fast  I  choose?  a  day,  when  man  afflicts  his  soul? 
Bending  the  head,  like  a  bulrush,  couching  on  sackcloth 
and  ashes — do  you  call  this  a  fast  and  a  day  acceptable 
to  the  Lord  ?    Behold,  this  is  the  fast  I  choose :  to

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undo  the  shackles  of  violence,  to  loosen  the  bands  of 
subjugation,  and  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that 
ye  break  every  yoke.  Behold,  to  deal  to  the  hungry  thy 
bread,  that  thou  bring  the  needy  wanderer  into  a  house  ; 
when  thou  seest  one  naked,  that  thou  cover  him,  and 
hide  not  thyself  from  thy  own  flesh.  Then  shall  break 
forth  like  the  morning  dawn  thy  light,  and  thy  healing 
shall  speedily  prosper,  and  thy  righteousness  shall  go 
before  thee, — the  glory  of  the  Lord  be  thy  rearward. 
Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the  Lord  shall  answer ;  thou 
shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say,  "  Here  am  L*'  If  thou  remove 
from  thy  midst  subjugation,  the  stretching  out  of  the 
threatening  finger,  and  speaking  wickedly ;  and  thy 
soul  deal  freely  to  the  hungry,  and  thou  satisfy  the 
afflicted  soul :  then  in  the  dark  shall  shine  thy  light, 
and  thy  gloom  be  like  the  noon-day.  And  the  Lord 
shall  lead  thee  continually,  and  satisfy  in  drought  thy 
soul,  and  thy  bones  shall  he  strengthen,  that  thou  be 
as  a  well-watered  garden,  and  as  a  spring  whose  waters 
fail  not.  And  out  of  thy  midst  they  shall  build  up 
ancient  ruins ;  what  former  generations  have  founded, 
thou  shalt  rear  up,  and  thou  shalt  be  called,  "  The 
repairer  of  breaches.  The  restorer  of  paths  to  sit  on." 
If  thou  keep  back,  for  the  sake  of  the  Sabbath,  thy  foot 
from  following  thy  pursuits  on  my  holy  day,  and  thou 
call  the  Sabbath  a  delight,  the  day  sanctified  by  the 
Lord — the  honored  one,  and  honor  it  in  not  doing  thine 
own  ways,  not  seeking  after  thy  pursuits  and  speaking 
vain  words ;  then  shalt  thou  find  delight  in  the  Lord, 
and  I  will  cause  thee  to  mount  the  heights  of  the 
earth,  and  to  enjoy  the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy  father; 
for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  has  spoken  it. 
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We  praise  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  Ruler  of  the  uni- 
verse, the  Rock  of  all  ages,  our  reflige  in  all  times,  the 
righteous  Judge  of  all  generations !  Yea,  thou  art 
faithful  in  fulfilling  thy  word,  in  performing  what  thou 
hast  promised,  in  accomplishing  all  thou  hast  spoken, 
because  thou  art  the  embodiment  of  truth  and  justice. 

Faithful  art  thou,  O  Lord,  and  faithful  is  thy  word 
which  thou  didst  impart  to  us  through  the  mouth  of 
thy  inspired  seers.  None  of  them  shall  return  back 
fruitless,  for  thou  art  a  righteous  and  merciful  God. 

We  render  thee  our  thanks,  O  Lord,  not  alone  for 
the  sacred  teachings  of  thy  holy  prophets,  but  also  for 
the  festive  days  which  thou  hast  sanctified,  that  we  may 
enlighten  and  elevate  ourselves,  through_thy  blessed 
word.    Amen !

Almighty  God!  Ruler  over  life  and  death!  Thou

Death  is  unto  us  but  the  beginning  of  a  purer  and 
better  existence.  In  the  blissful  habitations  of  peace  on 
high,  no  earthly  covering  confines  the  sublime  spirit. 
There  shall  we  see,  in  bright  clearness,  what  was  here 
enveloped  in  the  veil  of  mystery.  Why,  then,  should  we 
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fear  death,  which  but  brings  us  unto  a  better  life  ? 
What  though  we  leave  behind  us  earthly  treasures ; 
there  others  await  us  that  never  decay  nor  perish. 

**  O,  how  great  is  thy  goodness  which  thou  hast  laid 
up  for  those  who  fear  thee,  and  which  thou  hast  wrought 
for  them  that  trust  in  thee,  before  the  sons  of  men. 
How  precious  is  thy  kindness,  O  God  !  and  the  children 
of  men  that  seek  shelter  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 
they  will  enjoy  the  abundance  of  thy  house,  and  of  thy 
stream  of  delight  thou  wilt  give  them  to  drink.  For

In  the  light  of  this  blissful  truth 
which  thou  hast  revealed  unto  us  in  thy  law, — under 
the  inspiration  of  the  sublime  idea  of  immortality,  we 
this  day  turn  our  eyes  toward  the  happy  regions  of  the 
hereafter,  to  rehearse  before  thee  the  memory  of  those 
near  and  dear  to  our  hearts  who  were  permitted  to  dwell 
among  us,  until  they  were  called  to  their  eternal  home.

{The Rabbi)  Almighty  and  All-bountiful  God  !  How- 
wondrous  is  thy  government  on  earth !  When  thou 
didst  call  the  world  into  existence  out  of  naugfht,  when 
thou  badest  chaos  receive  shape  and  all  beings  origi- 
nated at  thy  divine  mandate,  thou  didst  crown  thy 
work  in  the  creation  of  man,  whom  thou  didst  endow 
wnth  reason.  Spirit  from  thy  holy  spirit  didst  thou 
give  him,  the  immortal  soul  didst  thou  breathe  into  his 
perishable  body,  and  he  stood  there  the  Monarch  of 
creation,  called  upon  to  rule  and  govern  the  earth.

The  knowledge 
of  thy  sublime  essence,  was  the  great  inheritance  he 
bequeathed  unto  his  children's  children.  From  him 
descend  the  bearers  of  that  sublime  and  world-redeem- 
ing truth,  to  which,  in  noble  self-abnegation,  he  was 
ready  to  sacrifice  the  nearest  and  dearest  to  his  heart, 
when  thy  divine  mandate  came  to  him.  But  thou  didst 
reveal  to  him  a  new  truth  :  that  it  is  not  with  the 
cruel  sacrifice  of  human  beings,  man  should  worship 
thee,  O  Eternal  Being,  who  lookest  into  man's  heart 
and  takest  cognizance  of  his  strivings.  Thus  didst  thou 
grant  unto  mankind,  through  his  instrumentality,  the 
great  gift  of  recognizing  thy  abundant  love  and  mercy, 
which  was  exemplified  in  his  meek  and  tender-hearted 
son,  Isaac,  who  walked  before  thee  in  righteousness, 
and  manifested  unto  his  fellow-men  love  and  charity. 

Jacob,  who  out  of  the  dark  tribulations  and  trials  of 
life  elevated  himself  unto  the  heights  of  purity  and 
noble-heartedness, — Jacob  became  the  father  of  that 
people,  charged  to  traverse  the  earth,  spreading  light 
among  mankind,  and  be  known  by  the  name  of  Israel, 
the  Divine  Striven    Through  many  a  severe  struggle

and  contest  he  arose  superior,  a  bright  model  to  the 
people  that  descended  from  him. 

In  the  iron  chains  of  Egyptian  servitude  did  Israel's 
children  grow  up  unto  a  nation,  until  the  Heaven-com- 
missioned messenger,  Moses,  called  them  to  liberty 
and  to  thy  holy  service. 

A  kingdom  of  priests  was  Israel  appointed  at  Sinai, 
the  representatives  of  the  covenant  between  earth  and 
heaven, — between  the  material  world  and  the  spiritual, 
— between  man  and  God. 

And  as  the  priests  of  a  nation  of  priests,  didst  thou 
install  the  offspring  of  Levi,  that  they  might  minister 
in  thy  service  among  the  whole  people  of  Israel.  Por- 
tionless among  the  tribes,  thou  alone  wert  their  inheri- 
tance, that  no  worldly  considerations  might  distract 
them  in  their  sacred  duties.  In  the  sacrificial  rites  and 
the  inspired  songs  of  the  Priests  and  Levites,  the 
people  beheld  the  manifestation  of  the  covenant  into 
which  thou  hadst  entered  with  them,  the  r^resentation 
of  the  homage  and  fealty  they  had  sworn  to  thee.  There, 
too,  they  heard  thy  voice  of  admonition,  calling  them 
back  to  thee  again  and  again,  and  warning  them  not 
to  deviate  from  the  paths  of  rectitude. 

And  the  chosen  one  among  thy  chosen  people  was 
a  descendant  of  Aaron,  the  High-Priest,  a  type  of 
Israel,  thy  priestly  nation,  whom  thou  didst  select  to 
indicate  unto  all  mankind  the  enlightened  path  of 
faith  and  knowledge.  But  still  higher  didst  thou 
vouchsafe  unto  us  a  High  Priest. 

From  year  to  year  dost  thou  send  down  to  us  from 
thy  heavenly  abode  a  messenger  of  atonement,  charg- 
ing him  to  call  us  back  unto  thee  in  sweet  and  lovely 
accents.  Thou  hast  delivered  unto  him  a  blissful  mes- 
sage— a  glorious  watchword.  This  sanctified  High 
Priest, — this  bearer  of  good  tidings  from  Heaven's 
heights, — is  the  sacred  Day  of  Atonement  and  Repent- 
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ance.  His  message  is,  Return,  ye  children  of  men," 
— His  watchword  is  /'  Forgiveness/' 

We  are  filled  with  aw^e,  Eternal  God,  as  the  solemn 
ceremonies  of  olden  days  pass  before  our  minds,  when 
the  High  Priest  of  Israel  ministered  in  the  Holy 
Temple  at  Jerusalem,  and  on  this  day  made  supplica- 
tion before  thee.  All-merciful  Father,  and  besought 
clemency  and  forgiveness  on  behalf  of  thy  chosen 
people,  who  as  erring  children  sought  a  return  to  the 
fold  of  their  Heavenly  Parent.  In  the  adornment  of 
holiness,  clothed  with  the  white  raiment,  he  stepped 
forth  in  sight  of  the  people  assembled  in  the  courts 
of  the  Temple,  and  laying  his  hand  on  the  sacrifice,  he 
pronounced  from  his  repentant  heart,  the  confession  of 
sin  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his  household.  Full^of 
grief  and  shame  on  account  of  our  own  sinfulness,  and 
yet  trusting  in  thy  infinite  mercy,  we  w^ill  now,  O  Lord, 
utter  before  thee  and  in  his  own  words,  the  High 
Priest's  confessions  of  this  solemn  day.

In  the  consciousness  of  his  own  failings,  and  by 
openly  confessing  his  guilt,  did  the  High  Priest  sanc- 
tify himself  for  the  high  office  of  atonement,  to  be  per- 
formed on  this  day.  He  deemed  not  himself  removed 
from  sin  and  iniquity,  but  felt  his  own  need  of  expia- 
tion, in  order  that  he  might  be  able  to  atone  for  the 
whole  assembly  whose  eyes  were  directed  towards  him. 

From  this  illustrious  example  do  we  learn  what 
raises  the  Iseralite  to  the  vocation  of  a  true  priest, 
what  renders  him  a  worthy  agent  of  connexion  between 
man  and  thee,  O  Lord.  To  bear  the  name  of  Israel, 
by  which  we  are  called,  in  a  deserving  manner,  requires 
our  careful  and  continual  watch  over  the  sanctuary  of 
our  hearts,  and  never  deeming  ourselves  exempt  from 
the  frailties  to  which  man — the  creature  of  dust — is 
subject. 

Oh !  that  thou  wouldst  strengthen  us  all  to  perform 
our  duty,  and  that  every  Israelite  would  consecrate 
himself,  by  means  of  wisdom  and  purity,  to  become  a 


  ^^jc^ 
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true  priest, — an  exemplar  of  faith  and  righteousness. 
Grant,  O  God,  that  all  Israel  may  ever  be  inspired  and 
guided  by  the  conviction  that  as  bearers  of  thy  mes- 
sage to  the  human  race,  we  should  prepare  and  qualify 
ourselves  for  the  great  mission  we  are  charged  to  con- 
vey among  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

After  having  performed  the  ceremonies  of  atone- 
ment for  himself  and  his  household,  he  continued  the 
solemn  services  of  the  day.  He  directed  his  eyes 
towards  the  members  of  his  tribe,  who  had  invoked 
thy  mercy,  and  laying  his  hand  on  the  sacrifice  set 
apart  for  the  priests,  again  confessed  his  own  guilt,  and 
that  of  his  companions  in  the  sacerdotal  office.

This  act  of  atoning  for  the  members  of  the  priestly 
tribe,  whose  special  calling  it  was  to  proclaim  thy 
sacred  word  in  Israel  at  a  period,  when  the  people 
were  wavering  and  unfaithful,  serves  as  an  admonition 
to  the  teachers  of  Israel  in  the  present  day.  Yea,  they 
should  realize  fully  the  importance  and  responsibility 
of  their  position,  and  the  sacred  trust  which  is  confided 
in  their  hands.  Knowledge  is  to  flow  from  their  lips, 
instruction  to  be  sought  from  their  mouth ;  they  have 
to  strew  the  seeds  of  salvation  in  the  heart ;  theirs  is 
the  duty  of  arousing  the  spirit  of  wisdom  in  the  midst 
of  the  people. 

O,  enlighten  them  with  the  refulgence  of  thy  coun- 
tenance, that  they  may,  as  faithful  shepherds,  discern 
the  spiritual  need  of  their  flock,  and  in  ministering 
thereto  establish  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom.  Inspire 
them  with  the  spirit  of  love,  that  the  best  interests  of 
Israel  may  be  joyfully  borne  in  their  hearts,  inciting 
them  to  combat  and  suffer,  when  necessary,  for  the  cause 
of  right  and  truth.  O,  do  thou  cleanse  them  from  all 
impurity  of  thought  and  motive,  that  their  every  act  may  ^ 

^^^^  -P^^o^ 
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be  impelled  by  the  fear  and  honor  of  thy  Holy  Name. 
Strengthen  them  with  unshaken  confidence  in  thy 
power  of  eternal  salvation,  that  they  become  not  faint 
or  weary  in  the  performance  of  duty,  but  labor  constant- 
ly to  instruct  and  exhort  thy  people  to  keep  alive  the 
sacred  mission  assigned  us. —  The  priestly  tribe  being 
atoned  for,  the  High  Priest  proceeded  to  expiate  the 
sins  of  the  whole  people.  With  an  offering  of  fragrant 
incense,  he  entered  the  Holy  of  Holies,  which  most 
sacred  spot  was  to  Israel  a  pledge  of  thy  all-pervading 
love  among  mankind.  There  he  made  atonement  and 
prayed  for  pardon,  on  behalf  of  the  whole  congrega- 
tion of  Israel.  Filled  with  the  sublime  idea  which,  in 
full  clearness,  there  arose  within  him  that  thou,  the  Most 
High,  dwellest  with  the  meek  of  spirit  and  with  the  con- 
trite and  broken-hearted,  he  returned  to  his  former  sta- 
tion, and  going  to  the  sacrifice  set  apart  for  the  people,  he 
laid  his  hand  upon  it,  and  uttered  the  confession  of  sin  on 
behalf  of  himself  and  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel.

Priest  came  forth  to  the  view  of  the  assembled  multi- 
tude, his  face  beaming  with  joy.  A  feeling  of  divine 
beatitude  pervaded  every  heart.  Thanksgiving  and 
praise  sounded  from  every  mouth,  and  in  united  chorus 
they  attuned  chants  of  triumph  unto  thee,  Heavenly 
Father,  who  rulest  in  mercy,  and  art  the  embodiment 
of  beneficence  and  love. 

Ckoir  and  Congregation, 
o  happy  people  with  such  reward, 
Whose  God  and  Guardian  is  the  Lord. 
Again,  O  Lord,  have  we  reviewed  the  consecrated 
rites  which,  on  this  day,  were  the  distinguishing  feat- 
ures of  thy  ancient  Temple, — the  hallowed  spot  whence 
thy  unity  was  proclaimed  and  thy  benign  Providence 
manifested. 

The  sanctuary  was  destroyed,  and  Israel  was  sent 
forth  to  wander  over  the  earth — himself  a  priest 
preaching  the  unity  of  thy  Name  and  the  duties  of 
holiness  among  all  mankind. 
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But  thy  prophets  taught  us,  in  thy  name,  that  the  true 
significance  of  sacrifice  consisted  in  a  contrite  heart 
and  abrokenspirit !  Yea,  fervent  prayer  and  heartfelt  de- 
votion are  of  more  value  than  all  sacrificial  symbols, — 
the  pious  emotions  of  our  souls  far  exceed  sweet-smell- 
ing incense, — the  soaring  aloft  of  our  spirits  unto  thee 
is  a  High  Priest  making  atonement  for  us.  And  this 
day,  too,  has  remained  ours.  This  High  Priest  from 
heaven  on  high,  this  messenger  of  atonement,  is  again 
in  our  midst,  soliciting  us  to  arm  ourselves  for  our 
priestly  calling  to  sanctify  thy  Name  among  all  nations, 
that  they  may  perceive  that  with  thee  alone  are  mercy 
and  forgiveness. 

We  therefore  pray  to  thee,  as  did  the  High  Priest  of 
old,  when  he  had  finished  the  solemn  rites  of  this 
day. 

O  grant,  that  during  the  year  recently  dawned  upon 
us,  thy  blessings  may  rest  upon  all  thy  children.  Cause 
peace  to  reign  over  the  face  of  the  globe,  that  nations 
may  vie  with  each  other  in  all  those  achievements 
which  elevate  the  mind  of  man,  ennoble  his  heart  and 
purify  his  soul.  Let  happiness  and  prosperity  prevail 
in  our  midst.  Bless  our  fields  with  plenty,  crown  our 
labor  with  success.  Unto  the  afflicted  send  comfort, 
unto  the  suffering  thy  gracious  help.  Adorn  our  dwell- 
ings with  contentment,  and  keep  far  removed  from  us 
trouble  and  sorrow.  Let  our  children  grow  up  in  thy 
fear.  Assist  our  associations  in  all  good  and  noble 
undertakings. — May  the  knowledge  of  thy  Name 
spread  more  and  more  among  the  human  race,  so  that 
all  may  unite  with  one  accord  to  perform  thy  holy  word. 
Thus  will  the  whole  earth  become  one  Temple  of  peace 
and  virtue,  fulfilling  the  declaration  of  ihy  prophet. 

Out  of  Zion  shall  go  forth  the  law,  and  the  word  of 
the  Lord  from  Jerusalem."  Amen.

Thou 
hast  taught  us  that  whenever  we  feel  ourselves  heavily 
laden  with  sin,  we  should  cast  down  our  burden  before 
thee,  for  by  the  earnest  abandonment  of  our  evil  ways, 
and  sincere  repentance,  thou  wouldst  again  accept  us, 
receiving  our  contrition  as  an  acceptable  ofifering  unto 
thy  throne  of  grace. 

Thou  hast  set  bounds  to  the  years  of  our  life,  and  num- 
berest  our  days.  Thou  knowest  that  we  shall  become 
food  for  worms,  therefore  dost  thou  offer  us  abund- 
ant forgiveness  before  we  descend  into  the  silent  grave. 
What  are  we  ?  What  is  our  life  ?  What  the  bene- 
volence and  righteousness  of  which  we  boast  ?  What 
is  our  power  ?  What  our  strength  ?  What  can  we 
urge  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers  ?  When  compared  with  thee,  the  mightiest 
sink  into  insignificance, — men  of  renown  seem  as  if 
they  had  never  existed, — men  of  lore  as  if  they  were 
without  knowledge, — the  intelligent  as  if  void  of  under- 
standing. For  the  majority  of  our  actions  are  vain 
and  idle,  and  the  days  of  our  lives  as  naught  before 
thee ;  even  the  boasted  superiority  of  man  over  the 
beast  is  nothing  but  vanity. 

But  thou  hast  distinguished  man  with  the  en- 
nobling desire  of  seeking  thy  presence,  and  ad- 
dressing his  prayers  and  supplications  unto  thee, 
though  he  knows  full  well,  he  cannot  interfere  with  thy 
doings,  nor  benefit  thee  with  his  piety. 

Therefore,  in  thy  infinite  mercy  hast  thou  given  us 
the  assurance  of  remission  from  sin  on  this  day  of  for- 
giveness, so  that  we  may  take  courage  to  renounce 
all  evil  and  return  to  the  fulfillment  of  thy  will,  with 
a  perfect  heart. 
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Once  more,  then,  do  we  beesech  thee,  as  we  approach 
the  conclusion  of  this  day,  to  accept  us  in  mercy,  since 
it  is  not  thy  will,  that  man  should  perish  in  his  sinful- 
ness. To  this  end  have  our  prophets  exhorted  nations 
and  individuals  in  times  of  dire  necessity,  giving  them 
the  well-founded  assurance,  that  thou  art,  as  they  pro- 
claimed thee,  a  God  of  infinite  mercy  and  pardon. 

Yea,  thy  infinite  mercy  calleth  even  the  most  abject 
sinner  to  amend  his  ways,  return  unto  thee  and  deliver 
himself  from  perdition.  , 

Thus  did  the  prophets  proclaim  thee,  and  thus  has 
Israel  in  all  conditions  acknowledged  thee  as  the  God 
of  clemency  and  forgiveness.  And  so  will  we,  O 
Father,  relying  on  thy  great  mercy  now  and  for  ever. 

O  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers !  Forgive  us 
our  sins  on  this  day  of  (Sabbath  rest  and)  Atonement ! 
Blot  out  our  transgressions  and  obHterate  our  guilt 
from  before  thine  all-seeing  eye,  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I, 
will  blot  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake,  and 
will  not  remember  thy  sins."  And  furthermore  do  we 
read:  I  will  make  vanish  like  a  cloud  thy  transgres- 
sions, and  like  vapor  thy  sins;  return  unto  me,  fori  have 
redeemed  thee."  And  again  it  is  recorded :  For  on 
this  day  shall  he  absolve  you  to  cleanse  you  ;  from  all 
your  sins  before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean." 

O  our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  Fathers  !  (Grant  that 
our  Sabbath  rest  may  render  us  worthy  of  ihy  grace.) 
Sanctify  our  lives  for  the  performance  of  thy  command- 
ments. Satisfy  us  with  thy  abundant  goodness,  and 
grant  us  joy  through  thy  salvation.  Permit  us  to  enjoy 
thy  holy  Sabbath  in  full  love  for  thy  Holy  Name.) 
Purify  our  hearts  that  we  may  serve  thee  in  truth,  for 
^  thou  wilt  forgive  Israel,  even  as  thou  wast  a  God  of 
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mercy  and  pardon  in  all  generations,  and  there  is  no 
atoning  power  save  thine.  Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord, 
who  year  after  year,  on  this  day,  renewest  in  our  hearts 
an  abiding  confidence  in  thy  attribute  of  pardon ;  O 
Ruler  of  all  the  earth,  who  hast  assigned  the  power  of 
sanctification  to  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  thy  priestly 
people,  and  this  Day  of  Atonement. 

V.  O  Lord  our  God !  Bestow  thy  grace  upon  thy 
people  Israel ;  accept  the  prayers  of  those  who  ap- 
proach thee  in  love,  and  let  the  worship  of  thy  people 
Israel  be  ever  pleasing  unto  thee. 

Praised  be  thou,  O  Lord,  unto  whom  alone  do  we 
offer  reverence  and  adoration.   Amen ! 

VI.  We  render  our  heartfelt  thanks  unto  thee,  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  art  the  firm  stay 
of  our  existence,  our  shield  of  protection  at  all  tirnes. 
We,  indeed,  thank  thee,  and  proclaim  thy  praise  for 
our  lives  which  are  in  thy  hands,  for  our  souls  which 
are  under  thy  guardianship,  for  the  marks  of  thy 
providential  care  which  we  daily  receive,  and  for  the 
wonderful  gifts  which  thou  dost  dispense  unto  \is 
morning,  noon,  and  night.  Thou  art  good,  for  thy 
mercies  never  fail ;  and  thy  loving  kindness  never 
ceaseth  from  thy  people,  for  thou  hast  been  their  hope 
and  trust  from  the  distant  past  to  the  present  moment 
of  our  lives. 

And  for  all  these  mercies  will  we  praise  thy  Holy 
Name,  our  King,  now  and  for  evermore. 

Vouchsafe  a  blissful  life  unto  all  the  children  of  thy 
covenant.

And  I  will  give  grass  in.  thy 
field  for  thy  cattle,  and  thou  shalt  eat  and  be  satisfied. 
Take  heed  of  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived, 
and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship 
them.    For  then  the  Lord's  wrath  will  be  kindled 
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against  you,  and  he  will  shut  up  the  heavens,  that 
there  be  no  rain,  and  the  land  will  not  yield  her  fruit, 
and  ye  shall  perish  quickly  from  off  the  goodly  land 
which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up 
these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  as  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall 
teach  them  to  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way ;  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts 
of  thy  house,  and  upon  thy  gates.  That  your  days 
may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  swore  unto  your  fathers  to 
give  them,  as  the  days  of  heaven  over  the  earth.

For  we  were  but 
few  in  number  against  the  many  enemies  whose  wrath 
raged  against  us.  We  were  among  the  nations  like  a 
lamb  among  rapacious  wolves  and  roaring  lions.  But 
I  thou,  Almighty,  hast  been  our  Rock  and  Refuge  in  all 
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generations.  Thou  didst  destroy  the  counsels  of 
wickedness,  and  frustrate  the  devices  which  our  enemies 
had  in  store  for  us,  causing  them  to  fall  on  their  own 
heads,  thus  leading  innocence  and  righteousness  to 
victory.

IV.      THE  NINTH  OF  AB. 


(During  the  Morning  Service  of  the  Ninth  of  Ab  (Tishah-Beab),  the 
following  prayer  is  said  after  reading  the  Haftarah :) 

With  sad  emotions,  Almighty  Ruler  of  the  universe, 
do  we  commemorate  the  return  of  that  sorrowful  day 
whereon  thou  didst  twice  see  fit  to  execute  severe 
judgment  on  our  fathers,  because  they  had  abandoned 
the  covenant  which  thou  in  olden  days  hadst  made  with 
them. 

First,  it  was  the  ruthless  Chaldeans  that  invaded  the 
Holy  Mount  of  Zion,  and  unsparingly  devastated  all 
those  glorious  abodes  which  were  our  pride  and  our 
ornament  in  the  eyes  of  the  nations.  They  broke 
down  the  walls  of  the  Holy  City,  laid  in  ashes  the 
Temple  wherein  thy  Name  was  worshiped,  and  de- 
stroyed the  Holy  Altar  whence  the  fervent  offerings  of 
Israel  ascended  to  thee,  when  those  of  the  nations 
around  were  consecrated  to  vain  idols.  The  noblest 
and  best  of  our  people  were  made  to  leave  the  sweet 
homes  to  which  their  souls  were  attached  with  ties  of 
elevating  and  glorious  remembrances,  and  forced  to 
wander  in  the  gloomy  land  of  captivity.  The  pious 
bards,  wont,  in  heaven-ascending  choruses,  to  attune 
thy  praises  in  the  Temple  of  Zion,  sat  by  the  rivers  of 
Babylon  and  wept.  Oh,  the  heart-rending  lamenta- 
tions and  woful  cries  of  those  melancholy  days  still 
reverberate  on  our  ears,  touching  the  strings  of  our 
hearts  in  sadness.  Ah,  how  doth  she  sit  solitary, 
the  City  of  God,  that  was  once  full  of  people !  She, 
the  princess  among  the  countries,  how  is  she  become 
a  mourning  widow!'' 

Soon,  however,  didst  thou  again  turn  thy  compas- 
sion unto  our  fathers.  After  a  short  captivity,  they 
were  allowed  to  return  to  their  home  and  again  erect 
the  abode  from  whence  the  light  of  thy  truth  was  to  | 
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shine  forth  over  the  earth.  But,  however  ardently 
they  now  worshiped  thy  Name,  their  pious  zeal  was 
not  powerful  enough  to  twine  around  them  the  bonds 
of  union.  Fierce  hatred  divided  them  into  parties, 
profaning  thy  Holy  Name  through  discord.  There- 
fore didst  thou  reject  them  from  being  a  nation  before 
thee,  and  didst  deliver  them  into  the  hands  of  their 
Roman  rulers.  Oh,  how  terribly  did  their  fury  rage 
in  thy  holy  inheritance !  They  laid  waste  our  country, 
destroyed  the  high-towering  Temple,  and  gave  up  all 
our  treasures  as  a  prey  to  the  consuming  fire. 

And  how  much  more  vehement  was  their  wrath 
against  thy  people  !  Hundreds  of  thousands,  men  and 
women,  age-stricken  and  young,  were  slaughtered  on 
the  highways ;  hundreds  of  thousands  made  captives 
and  exiled  from  the  sweet  memories  of  home  into  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

Oh,  bitter  sadness  seizes  our  souls,  when  we  call 
to  mind  that  period  !  And  since  then,  who  counts  the 
sufferings  and  trials  that  passed  over  that  tribe  which, 
though  few  in  number,  thou  didst  choose  to  be  the 
bearers  of  thy  Name  ?  From  one  end  of  the  earth 
to  the  other,  we  have  been  pursued,  and  nowhere 
allowed  to  find  a  resting-place.  The  miseries  which 
have  passed  over  our  heads  since  the  day  our  exile 
commenced,  defy  all  description.  We  were  a  reproach 
to  our  neighbours,  a  scorn  and  derision  to  our  fellow- 
men.  We  were  a  by-word  among  the  nations,  a  shak- 
ing of  the  head  among  the  people.  For  thy  sake 
were  we  cruelly  killed,  and  counted  as  sheep  for  the 
slaughter.'* 

And  yet,  though  moved  to  our  inmost  hearts  at  the 
memory  of  all  the  agonies  we  had  to  suffer  on  our 
long  pilgrimage,  we  still  recognize  thy  wondrous  and 
gracious  rulership  amidst  all  these  vicissitudes.  True, 
we  were  deserving  of  thy  chastisement,  yet  thy  severe 
judgment  was  a  means  of  fulfilling  the  sublime  mis- 
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sion  which  we  received  at  Sinai.  Now  that  the  genial 
sun  of  milder  days  shines  over  us,  we  are  enabled 
better  to  understand  what  thy  plans  were.  Thou  didst 
not  suffer  us  to  perish  because  of  our  sins ;  thou  didst 
not  destroy  us  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  No,  as  the 
witnesses  of  thy  truth,  as  the  promulgators  of  thy 
unity,  thou  didst  scatter  us  among  the  nations,  in  order 
that  we  might,  in  the  course  of  centuries,  serve  as 
instruments  for  spreading  sacred  truth,  as  the  mes- 
sengers of  thy  kingdom  on  earth. 

In  meekness  do  we  bow  before  thy  holy  will,  know- 
ing that  it  is  wise  and  merciful. 

Therefore  do  we  not  unduly  lament  over  the  Temple 
that  is  destroyed,  for  thou  wilt  henceforth  rear  up  thy 
Temple  in  the  hearts  of  all  sons  of  men,  so  that  all 
nations  may  form  one  brotherhood  to  serve  thee  in 
truth.  We  mourn  not  despairingly  over  the  downfall 
of  Jerusalem ;  for  all  places  whither  thou  hast  sent 
us,  shall  be  consecrated  unto  thee  through  the  worship 
of  thy  Name.  We  lament  not  over  the  degradation 
to  which  we  were  delivered  up,  for  we  know  we  suf- 
fered it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Holy  Name. 

And  now,  in  thy  great  mercy,  thou  hast  lifted  from 
our  shoulders  the  burden  of  oppression  under  which 
our  ancestors  once  drooped ;  thou  hast  given  us 
another  home  in  place  of  that  which  we  lost  in  the 
land  of  our  fathers,  and  hast  granted  us  a  full  share 
in  the  liberties  of  the  great  and  free  nation  that  has 
adopted  us  as  its  children.  Thou,  O  Lord,  wilt  cause 
the  kingdom  of  love  to  increase  in  extent  and  power 
on  earth,  so  that  all  our  brethren  may  enjoy  its  fruits 
as  we  do,  and  thou  wilt  grant  that  we  work  together 
for  the  fulfillment  of  the  great  mission  thou  hast  ap- 
pointed to  the  human  race. 

Wondrous,  O  Lord,  are  thy  ways;  unsearchable 
^  are  the  decrees  of  thy  wisdom.  Love  has  sprouted 
^  forth  where  the  seeds  of  hatred  were  strewed ;  and 
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where  all  things  were  shrouded  in  the  gloom  of_  night, 
there  the  light  of  truth  and  love  now  shines  in  bright 
radiance.  Yea,  the  downcast  can  now  lift  up  their 
heads  as  worshippers  of  thy  Unity,  as  the  nation 
chosen  by  thee  as  the  standard-bearers  of  eternal  truth 
before  the  sons  of  men. 

Grant,  G  Lord,  that  we  may  constantly  labor  in  thy 
service,  until  all  the  world  shall  acknowledge  thee, 
and  all  mankind  worship  thee,  the  One  and  Infinite 
God.  Amen.

A  sad,  and  yet  a  blissful  hour  is  it,  when  on  the 
holiest  of  days — on  the  Sabbath  of  Sabbaths — our 
souls  soar  upward  to  the  realms  above  where  perpetual 
Sabbath  reigns, — where  the  toil  of  life  is  over,  and 
man  enjoys  the  fruits  of  his  work  on  earth. 

The  seal  of  mystery  is  stamped  on  the  futurity  of 
man's  soul.

It 
cannot  be  that  both  good  and  bad — the  noble  and  the 
mean, — he  that  all  his  life-time  has  striven  for  virtue, 
and  he  that  has  been  a  slave  of  brutal  passions, — he 
that  in  noble  self-denial  has  loved  mankind  and  de- 
voted his  best  powers  to  their  welfare,  and  he  that  in 
vile  selfishness  has  looked  upon  the  world  as  his  do- 
minion to  be  despoiled  by  him  in  injustice  and  vio- 
lence,— it  cannot  be  that  all  should  be  alike  subject  to 
destruction  and  annihilation.

The  Rabbi,

and  truth.  O  ye,  that,  immerged  in  worldly  employ-  | 
ments  and  pleasures,  forget  your  true  destiny  ;  ye  who 
pass  your  days  in  vanities  which  cannot  profit  nor 
deliver — O,  remember  your  Creator ;  look  into  your 
own  souls,  and  amend  your  ways  and  your  deeds. 
Let  each  of  you  abandon  his  bad  course  and  ignoble 
thoughts  !" 

This  is  the  Shofar's  admonition,  as  interpreted  by 
one  of  our  Sages. 

O  Lord  our  God !  Should  we  hear  the  call  and  not 
tremble? — The  piercing  sound  of  the  cornet  rever- 
berating on  our  ear,  we  are  made  conscious  that  we
